business decisions are reached. In- 
stead of the usual question whose 
answer determines the undertaking 
or shunning of a new enterprise, or 
a@ new method, namely: “Will it net 
me a profit?” the course in such 
decisions now will be determined by 
the answer to: “Will it help to im- 
plement and expedite defense (or 
war) production?” 


EVERYONE has recognized that 
national defense has in recent 
months become the overwhelmingly 
dominant factor in American econ- | 
omic life. But events of the last week 
or so have, so to speak, made it “of- 
ficial.” At the same time has come 
official embracement of the point 
of view long held by industrial 
leaders, that we cannot hope to do

PEANUT PUSH—Without benefit 
of circuses or baseball games, our 
Uncle Sam’s peanut growers expect 
during the week of January 23-29 to 
entice American consumers into eat- 
ing 250,000 tons of peanuts—approx- 
imately five pounds to every man, 
woman and child in the nation! 

This mass “peanut push’’—offici- 
ally known as National Peanut 
Week—is designed to move the larg- 
est crop ever produced—over 1,- 
611,600,000 pounds. Main force in 
moving this mountain of peanuts 
will be chain stores, originators of 
the drive, while many individual re- 
tailers are expected to assist. Pea- 
nut vending nowadays is no mere 
matter of keeping an array of slot 
machines filled and the pennies col- 
lected therefrom, for more than 300 
useful products are now derived 
from the once-insignificant bean— 
including cheese, candies, instant 
coffee, pickles, oils, shaving lotions, 
dyes, lard, linoleum, flour, break- 
fast foods, soap, face powder sham- 
poo, printer’s ink, and even axle 
grease! 

SPECIAL HANDLING—Municipal 
debt limits that are “based arbitrar- 
ily on assessed valuation” failed 
to save hundreds of cities and towns 
from plunging into debt during the 
prosperous 1920’s—a condition from 
which many have not yet recover- 
ed—says Mrs. Melville Mucklestone, 
president of the National Consum- 
ers Tax Commission. She is urging 
other states to follow the lead of 
North Carolina, which has set up 
special commission for the handl- 
ing of municipal debt. Called the 
Local Government Commission, the 
body is empowered to fix special 
limits for each local government in- 
dividually, and to pass upon all new 
and local bond issues, notes, and re- 
funding. The NCTC leader advises 
her members to favor bills which 
would establish such commissions in 
their states.

Top Deaths 


Marriages Off Sharply 
During 1940 In County, 
Recorder's Report Shows 


A summary announced Thursday 
by County Recorder James W. 
Sweeney shows that there were 173 
births, 148 deaths and only fifteen 
marriages recorded in El Dorado 
County during the 1940 calendar 
year. 

Documents recorded in the office 
during the year numbered 3,443 
which was seven less than the to- 
tal for 1939. The total for 1938 was 
3,186; for 1937 was 3232; and 1936 
was 2844 and for 1935, 2906. 

The 173 births compared with 147 
for 1939; 186 for 1938; 144 for 1937; 
157 for 1936 and 108 for 1935. 

The 148 deaths were fewer than 
pine 151 the year before. During 1938 
there were 128 deaths; 1937, 143 
deaths and 1935, 157 deaths.

Reports Leak Out Telling 
Of Paris Incidents As 
People Noted November 11 


| ZURICH, Switzerland, (tP+—A be-

ete Day revealed today that 
German troops employed sub-ma- 
chine guns to quell demonstrators, 
British sky-writing airplanes flew .

A detailed account of the Paris 
demonstrations and information on 
other manifestations of tension be- 


; tween the French and the Germans 


has been received by the United 
Press. 


According to the report, the Ar- 
mistice Day disorders in Paris were 
far more widespread and seriously 
than than previously admitted in 
reports either from Vichy or Ber- 
lin. 

At the height of the demonstra- 
tions, it was said, two Royal Air 
Force planes appeared over the city 
and wrote in huge smoke letters the 
words: “Courage . . . Confidence.” 
The letters hung for half an hour iy 
the clear blue sky, it was said, and 
no German planes rose to attack the 
British planes.
